3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: PCR, heteroduplex analysis, ss conformational polymorphism analysis, 
denaturing hplc, ligase chain reaction, comparative genomic hybridization, southern 
blotting. The species are independent or distinct because each represents a distinct 
method from the other. Each requires different products, and obtains kinds of 
information to determine the existence of a polymorphism.
